named MMari/da, Wite to Sir Eor, one of the King's Knights ; 
who brought him vp in ſuch Learning as was meet for his Pears : 
When as his Father, worn our with the continual Foili:s of War, 
and much diſtewpered through many wounds he bad received, dicd, 
leaving him ſole Heir of his Deminions ; who thereupon was pro 
claimed by moſt of the Nobility, -and crowned King; tho? fore 


taking the advantage of his green Years, rebelled, aid raifed di. 


vers Commotions; but he growing up, and getting the Reixs of 
Government into his Hands, did many great Exploits, as will jn 
the Serics of this Hiſtory appear. 

King Arthur by this time being grown up, became exceeding tail 
and ſtrong, inſomuch that he ſeemed more than Man, and in many 
Juſts and Turnaments ſo well behaved himficlt, that none could 
ftand beters him ;: A Horſe he had which he called Beaucephalus, 
aftcr the name of ihe Great A/vxander's Horie ;, ard he in all Ex» 
ploits proved the beftin the World : His Sword was of a Iirge fize, 
viz. hve tootin length, aud in breadth etght inches, cutting with 
two tcarful cdges,00 which hung Death and Deſtiutlion ; His L:nce 
was eighr Cubits, and the head thereo! formed of - mully Stecl, 
wzighing fix Pourd : His Armour was of the highelt Proot, ihin- 
ing with Gems and. burniſhed Gold : And the better to incure him 
to War and preat Exploits, he ja 55a rode thus accutcred , 
aud often in places of greatelt danger, .glorying in nothing more 
than his Strength: and manly Prowels, delighcing in nor tancying 
none but ſuch as were truly Valiant, and teared not ,Death in any 
of his dreadſul Shapes z but to ſuch he- was laviſh to Exceſs. Ke-

taining no other for his Counſellor, but Mer/yn the famous Necro. 
mancer, from whom, as from an Oracle, he received rhe cerrain- 
ry of future Events ; and at his requeſt recreated him with ſtrange. 
and worderful Sights, the Repreſentation of Magick ; and a 
Tongſt the reſt, upon a great Plain before the King's Palace, :t 
Cardigan, ke raiſed a liately Tower, ard round it a pleaſant Gar- 
d<n adorned with Fruits and iragrant Flowers, Fiſh-ponds, Foun- 
tains, Bowers, and Umbrages, into which he led the King and 
all his Nobility, foaſtirg them af.er a ſumptuous manner, as they 
imapircd; but he hid no ſooner reconveyed them thence, bur look- 
irg back, they f:w all vaniſh in Thunder, Lightning, and a proe 
dipious Farthquake, to thutf great Am2azementz yer knowing be- 
toric it was but Dclufon, they relied fomewhar more ſarisned, yet 
could rot hut think of what had patſed. The day being ſpent in 
viewing this piece of Recreation, and the King ruminating mi- 
ny thirgs in his Mind, art aff luying him down upon his Couch 

he foil into a {luniber. and then dreamed thit he was carried into a 
{pacious Hall, in which flood a Table of great Circumference, 
out of the middle of which grew an Oak and Laurel, with Crowns, 
Scepiers, Swords, and Enfigns hinging on them, and that they 
were guarded by many valiant Knights, high in Prowels, and 
terrible ro the whole World, which made him defirous ro become 
their Aſlociate z nor did he fooner demand ir, bur they Joytully re- 
ceived him, and placing him in a Chair of Ivory and Gold, made 
him their Chict, and gave him a Banner with a Lion rampant 
portrayed thereon ; and this Motto written, viz. Ever Viftorious ; 
upon which, the ſound ot Txumpets, noiſe of Drums, clattering 
of Aims, ſhouts and cities ſaluted his Es: Ard he ſuppoſed he 
beh ld Armics in rout and {lavghier, ſcattered through the whole 
World, ard rhat the Canquer.rs laid the Trophies at his Feer, 
and with an Unizerfal Shout ſaluted him, Great Monarch of the 
Mcſtern Werld. Art what tive awirning, he found -it but a 
Dream, yer revoiving in kis Mind the ltrangeneſs of the Fancy, 
the next morning he related it to ts Fobles who atltured him of hap- 
py Preſiges, ard adviied him to muke inquiry into the Interpieta- 
tion thereot , whereupon, tending tor his Necromantick Counſel- 
lor, he related it 10 him, who promiſed wvhin a day to give him 
the {gnification of bis Dream, which be did as tolloweth, viz. 
That by the Table was fgnified .his Kingdom; by the Knights 
the Pillars and Strength thereot; by Oak and Laurel, Strength,

on charged on the Monſter 1o furiouſly with his Sword, that e're he 
could weild his Battle-axe with a full ftroke on his Helms, which 
made the fire ſpring from thence, he made him ſtagger thres huge 
Paces, and bend with his Knce to the Gronnd; then the Gvanrt 
(inraged) made at him, and ftruckat the King, {© that th- blow 
dazled him, and made his Eyes ſwim; but ſoon eccovering, hz 
that had never been ſo uſcd before, reſolved reveng- thereupon (at- 
ter a full ſtroke) whe-linz his dreadful Sword abour; he ſtruck the 
Monſter on the Helmet with fuch force, rhat cutting it through,he 
Sword entred fix Inches, whcreupon, with a terrible groan® he tull 
ro the Earth, and at what time the King ſtood on him and devided 
his Head from his Truck. the which he delivered ro his Eiquire 
that bore his Bow and Quiver. Nor were the Rnights of the 
Order idle, for Sir Lancelot had by this time prievoully wounded 
the Mercian King,and taken him Priſoner; and Sir Tritrain lin 
thirty fix Captains, belides rhirty fix cc mmon Soldicrs ; lo thar the 
King of the Eaſt Angels ſecing all go to wrack, and his Men were 
diſordered, cauſed the Retreat ro be ſounded ; whereupon his Cap- 
tains endeavoured to bring oft their Men, bur they heing in great 
Confternation, and the Britains pretfſing on them, (teartul of 
death) fled in all parts, and leſt all the Booty they had gotten to 
the Conquerors, who fercely purſuing the fl-ing Foe, made ter- 
rible liughrer, infomuch thar fach as could not fly into Caſtles 
and Strong-holds tell by the Sword, to the num#er ot twenty thou: 
ſand. This Overthrow being noiſed abroad, bronght a great Fear 
upon all the Saxon Princes, ſo that the Mercians wholly ſubmir- 
red, and ſent a grear Ranſom for their King ; who upon his fwear- 
ing to become Tributary and Vaſſil ro King A4ribur, was fer at 
liberty. Nor were there any of their petty Kings rhat then poſleſ- 
ſed this INand, which they had divided into Heptiarchey, bur ſent 
their Ambaſſadors with great Preſents ro intreat a Peace: the wiich 
apon their acknowledging him their Supream Prince, and paying 
cach two bundred Geldings, Faulcan, and a Grey-tound year- 
ly was accorded to. And thus flouriſhed this Renowned King in 
the beginning of his Reign, bur more dreadful and redoubted were 
his future Decds, as by the Szquel will appear. 
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CHAP.\ 1. 

How King Arthur paſſed into Denmark, conguered the Kingdom of 
Norway ; overthrew Burnamiſla, the Daniſh K ng ;, beſieged (Topen- 
Hagen ; ard how,” at the Intreaty of Geneura, the Siſter of the Da- 
mſh King, be bearkened to an Accord, and had an Interview with Bur- 
ramiſla, and how a Peace was tontluded between thern, upon the whole 
matter being leſt to the Privceſs's Anard: and how King Arthur fja#- 

ing in Love with the fair Princeſ», married her, 


He King having in a manner bronght Englard to his ſubjcCti- 

on, reſolved not to. ſuffer the current of his Victory to be 
d:med vp with Eaſe, tock counſel with erlyn and the moſt valiant 
of his Knignts, whe Enterprize was next to be undertaken, 
who adviſed him, That it was moſt for his Hononr to revenge the 
Injuries he had received by the Danes, who roaming abour thoſe 
Seas, Fai not only taven divers of his Ships, but (landing) had 
ſurprized ſome {mail Towns upon the Sea-coaſt, and burnt them, 
carrying the Inhabitants into miſerable Captivity, and by cruel - 
Tortures obliged them to offer Sacrifice to their Idols, that King- 
dom being then unconverted. This motion pleaſed, the King, 
whoſe reſtleſs ſpirit and deſire of Glory made hi-. impatient of eaſe , 
whereupon he cauſed a great Navy of Skips to be rigg'd in 1/i/ord 
Haven, and in all 6ther Ports, and gave Order for the building 
Men of War and Gillies, fo that in iix Months ſpace he had a Fleet 
of ſmall and great Vellels tht conliſted of three bundred Sail, on 
which early Is the Spring he imoarqued with twenty eight taouſand 
choice Soldiers, and all maaner ot Warlike Proviton ; having 
by this time jnroled twenty new Knights, to {upply the places of 
ſuch as fell by the Sword or dyed of dive:s Diſeaſes; and fo with 
a freſh gale weighing Anchor, and with a fair Wind arriving in 
the Balrick Ocean, entered the Straits, now guarded by the two 
famous Caſtles of Coronshurg and E:zeburg, the latter ſtanding 
on the Coait of Norway, and there brought ſuch a fear on either 
Shore, that the Inhabitants in ail parts fled with what theyKcould 
moſt conveniently carry, leaving the reſt for a prey to the Britains, 
who under.the condu@ of their victorious King,inriched themſelves 
with a great. booty, when incampiog before N3d-oſia in Norway, 
ſummoned the City to yield, but there being a ſtrung Garrifon 
therein they retut pL ROS T hat they kept the City for Buy-

xamijjo, Kizg of Ocnmark, and wild in no wiſe yield it with- 
out his Order : Whereupon the King commanded the 4ſſuult to be 
made vy twelve thouſand Men, under the leading of forty four 
Kmnehts of the Order of the Round Table, who having their 
Scaling Engins in a readineſs, on Eaſter eve marched to the 
Wall, nd with a ſhowre of Arrows and Wild fire drove the dr 
fendants thence; when as Sir F&tor, bearing the Royal Standa: 1 
mounted, and making great flaughter of fuch as oppoſed, cutting off 
Ardis, Legs, and Hetmed Heads, placed it on the chizf Bulwark,

Jon he was forced t1 leave the like Number in Garriſon. mmbargqaed, 
and paſjed the Straits, landed upon the Danifh Shore, fi/!ing all with 
Ferror and Amazement : when as that King having gatvered a huge 
Army, advanced to give him Battle, which did not a little rejoyce 
King Arthur, whogreatly deſired to try bis ftrength in War : when 
Jopnng, on the grear Plain before Copen-Hagzn, a dreadful fight bee 
2an : bat Villory (who never declined our Heroick Prince) foon at: 
-lared. for the Britains, ſo that the Danith King finding the Baitle 
fwerve, and that 'he could not fry bis Aden longer from open flight, 
to cover their Shame, ſounded the Retreat : whereupon they retiring 
in great Confuſion.

grant ber Requeſt, to which the King ( overcome by Compaſſion) con- 


ſented, after a ſhort Pauſe, if what ſhe demended might conſiſt with 
his Honour ; whercuf oa opening a Casket that one of her Ladies bel{, 
the firſt preſented him with Fewels of great value ſet in Gold, and 
then intreatee that an Intervier2 might be had between him and he» 
Brother ; to which tne King read:ly conſented, as already feeling 
Love's painted Shaft prerce his high proofed Armour, and preſenting 
the fair Princeſs with a Crown f Gold/et with Pearls and Diamons, 
which bad taken in the Mercian Wer, as *thewife ber Ladies with Jew:

out-vied by ber incomparable Beauty , when making her Approach, 
King Arthur arole trom his Chair of State aad j1lvtec ner i 8% 
likewiſe his Knights did kcr Ladies; Then Bunn: mate her 
z=cquainted with the Pleaſure of King Arthur ; but Ine in Modeſty 
{ Tetnfed to he Arbitieſs in fo weighty a inatter, till the King pr etſed 
it, acd deſired her to do him fo great aa Runorr, whereupon after 
ſome Conſideration ſhe awarded, That her Brother fhonid defray 
the whole Charge of the War, 2nd reſtore ail ſuch Ships as were 
found to appertain toany of King Artar's Su j-H5, aud that the 
Offcnders being taken,ſhuuld be delivered to the King to diſpoſe of 
as lie thought fit, and then the King to depart the Land, and with- 
draw- his Garriſfuns, Theſe Articles were hizhly approved on 
either part, and the Princeſs ber Wiſdom admired: whereupon 
Commandment was given to proclaim, them with beat of Drum 
and ſound of Trumpet, and that from thencetorth ail Houltility 
ſhould ceaſe. | 
Peace bcing thus happily accorded, the Danes oy - their Bells 
and mads Bon-fires in every City, all the Nobility feaſting their 
poor Neighbours and Tenants throughout the Kingdom; when 
as the Danifh King cauſing a royal Pavillian to b: rear-d with- 
out the City, prepared a ſumptuous Feaſt, to which he in humble 
wiſe invited the King and his Nobles, and ſo great was the En- 
tertainment that the like had not been known before in that 
Kingdom, | 
But what pleaſed King Ar:bur more than all, was the fight of 
the fair Princeſs, with whom by this time he was mot paſſionateiy 
in Love : Nor 6id the Feaver of his Defve leſs afl Qt her, though 
he durſt not raiſe her Hopes ſo high; til] at Jaſt the King (not 
. longer ale toreſiſt the Magick of her Eyes) took the opportunity 
of breaking his Mind to her, who hnambly told him with a demure 
Countenance, That ſhe ceuld not conceive herſelf worthy the 
1 boughts of ſo great a Monarch, but if it pleaſed bim ro onde. 
ſeend ſo low, as to raiſe her to ſuch Dignity, ſhe had mo Argue 
| ment againit his Pleaſure, if her Brother would conſem. Thig 
pleaſing Anſwer overjoyed the King, inſomuch that ſending for 
.. the Daniſh Kipg, he delired to beg one Favor” of him ; Nay, re- 
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' plied Burvamifſa, your Majefly may command even What you 


pleaſe, ſince ro your Clemercy I -owe ſo much. Then ſaid King 
Arthur, * Tis this fair-Pledge of laſting Peace that I with low Sul- 
miſh>n do requeſt. It my Siſter hecontented, ſald the King, 1 
am overz9y*d at what t hear, and have long Ccefired to be allaved 
into; ſo great a Prince, yet muſt not compel a free Mind. 'You 
need not (ſaid the Princeſs, bloſhing like a Roſey Bloom that 
opens 1m June or Iu'y to the Morning-Sui) for 1 have already 
parted withthat Heart that needs would po, upon Condion you 
conſented, 140 conſent muſt willingly, replyed the King, and 
trereppon tabing ling 4reb in ids R ight-hand, and the Princeſs 
In bis left, he Joyned their Hands, and at the Requeſt of the former, 
Seeb:re the Britiſh Arch VLithop Married them, according, to the 
Cannons of the Britifh Chnrti, pronouncing many dreadtul Cur- 
ſes cn whoever ſhout attempt t2 untye-tac ſacred Band. This 
knewn in the Camp and City, redoudvled the Joy, fo that ail Night 
lon»! whele Loads of Pines blazed, infonuuch the Fires created a 
new [ay as foon as Solwasſet ; and £5 [lumpteous was the yeaſt, 
which laſted many Days, tat Rowe in all her Glory could not ex 
ceed it ; the Martial Feats (to wia Glory, and the Love of the 
Ladies) were ſo many that 1 have not place here to relate

Joy ; whereupon the King coming to a Caſtle of his, near Cardnif, 
feaſted the Dainiſh Nobility in a moſt ſplended manner. Bur 
whilff he remained, there. he had notice, That 4agor King of 
Ire/and, who by his* Ambaſſidours had courted the fair Genura,and 
been refuſed, was (t5 revenge it on his Arrival) landed with grear 
Power in South Wales; whereupon the King comforting his 
Quzen, who was greatly prieved that through her cauſe ſuch ſud. 
den Troubles ſhould} ariſe, paſl<d on with his viftorious Army, 
and give him Buttle near Merionerh, and utterly difſcomfitted him, 
io that flying wich his broken Army, and beirg every where aff1iled 
by the County Peaſants, who had laid the wi:y tor him, he ſcarcely 
eſcaped ro his Ships with five chouſand our of his thirty thou- 
ſand; fo thir King 47tbur (fpcedy as Ceſar in his Vittories} re- 
turned tro his fair Queen with the Trophics of his conquered E- 
nemies long before he was cxpettcd to have tonugit the Battle ; when 
{ending tour thouſard Men under the leading of Sir Lance/or and 
divers of her good Knights, they landed on the Il; of Ange ſea, 
and drove thence'the French thac had for ſome time paſt, during 
the troubles of this Kingdom, ſetled themſelves there. 

The Kirg's ViQtories daily increafing, the Terror uf his Name 
being ſpread wide, it made the moſt redouhred Monarch tremble 
yet durſt Franceapehen powerful at Sa) invade our Coaſt, ard 
with fire and ſword ſpoiled many Sea rowis, Carrying away great 
booty, as alſo the People, rhe Men they made row in their Gallies, 
and the Women ro fartiate rheir prodigious Luſt; when as the 
crys of kis ſuffering ſubjeUs reaching his ear where he was delights 
ing hifnſelt with bis Queen, he relo!ved once more to tortiake rhe 
Camp of Venws, and her fofc Delights, to court Fame and Glory

War, and had that time twelve Sil of Ships few r9 his aid by 
his Brother of Denmark: when being in 24 icudineſs with an Ar- 
my of thirty four thouſand, he coaltzd the Countiy, and putting 
into the bay of Mear/e/res, with his thor of Arrows that fl-w 1ike 
Hail, drove the Detendants from the ſhore, on which himſelt with 
his own Standard firſt leaped, avd ſtood like an inraged Lion, 
though a thouſand Shafts flew round his Head, 2nd many rebounded

the Queen 2nd Rovy>l I: true with great Preferts, as Jevrcis, 
Gold, and fragrant Si-ice of .frebia, promiſing for them and their 
Heirs tc be obedicit foie Britiſh Scepter, thou2h before and after 
the Death of Rig Amboy they brake their Vous, though to th-ir 
great diſed vantage; For the young, Prince (uimoit' 23 faccetsful 
in War as his f:wear) graſped the Riagdgoms of the Mercians 
and Eaſt-angies witii fo hard a hand, that during . his Lifz, they 
could rot wreſt them from him ; but ts our pu' pole King Arthur 
teing the chief Favourite of Fcrtune, and the cldeft Son of Fame, 
began to erlargs tbe ſplendor of his Court, and increaſ2 the num- 
ber of ihe Knights of the Round Table, 1n whom conſitted his 
chief Strength, for [carce was there any one of them, but durſt en- 
counter ten ordinary Men hand to hand ; aad as he jiicreaſcd ther, 
ſo he er.larged their Perſionz, which drew the mult Valiant of all 
Nations to ſerve him, though none were admiticd betore they were

{ec an Eye-witieſs to; the Ring tnrning to his Lorcs, ſaid, 
Fitar you tris, my Loras, ſhall we [i ffer the Fremies of cur Lord 
and Saviour thu to Trinn.ph over the prof. fſo's of his Mame? 
lowiich they with one Voice replyed, Tia it was entallerable, 
ara tley ware realy to Ttimture their L.ives ard Fortunes in that 
Holy War, and hrs Service, Whereat the King highly com- 
menting their Reſolutions, vowed by the Paſſion of kis bleſſed 
Lord, whom thoſe Infidels defied and blaſphemed, he would not

fl:in; and the Chriſtians entriny, placed King Arthar's Stand- 
aids upen ihe Balwarks, which (o diſmayed the Infidels, that ſuch 
as could, fled by the Poſterns, and over the Brook Cedron, other 
had themſe}ves in Caves till the fury of the: Soldiers were over, 
and ſuch as could not do either, fell the moſt part by the Sword. 
This f+mous City, being the fi-ſt time thus taken by the Chriſti2 
ans, @ great number of miſerable Men and Women were releaſed 
out of {Dun;zecons, who nad for a 191g time been fed with Bread. of 
Affliction, halt ſtarved, ard miſerobly uſed -by the Intidels, for 
publickly owning the Name of the Lord, who not far fram 
thence, purchaſed them with his precious Bleod to their unſpeak- 


able Joy. 
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How, upor notice that the Saxons invaded his Conntry, be returned ; - and 
how uptr bus return, the Sixon Kin's laid down rheir Arms: Alſo 
kLow Kiunp A1thur baile many Kel, 10445 Houſes, and gave great Lergeſſes 
10 the Pour ; and bow be [wore N'ibies and Kmghts to bis Son Conttan- 
tivs, ard /o dire. 


He King having thus performed his Vow, repaired the Walls, 
built a ſtrong Caſtle, and placed ſeven thouſand Soldiers 
therein, beſides the Chriſtians of Syi#4 and /n4is, that daily flack- 


ed thither in grea$.numbers ;.he received nojice, that the Saxon 


. pet- 
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petty Kings in his abſence liad caſt off his Allegiance; and being 
U 


- invaded his Conntry, infomuch that his Queen, Son, 
and thoſe that he had left in cuarge with the Kingdom, being 0- 
verthrown ina pitched Battle, were fled to the faſtneſies of 5row- 
dog Mountains, Which News greatly perplexed the King; 
ſo that baving made his Offering at the Holy Sepulch-e, and con- 
ſtituted Religious Men W keep it, he with three parts of his Ar- 
my he brought, return<d to his Ships, the other part being either 
ſlain in the Battle, periſh?d by Sickneſs, or left in the Garriſon ; 
yet e're he could imbarque, twenty fevea thouſand Tarks, S4- 
razens, and eAgiptiars, lying iq ambuſh in a Wood for that pur- 
poſe, fell upon the Rear of his Army, and cut off three or four 
hundreds Britains and Danes e're the King with tiie Groſs of tis 
Battle could draw up to their relief; yer fatal was it to the Infi- 
dels; for being nnexpeRedly incloſed by the Uhriſtians, who 
fetch'd a compaſs behind divers livtle Hills, they were almoſt all 
of them cut off. 

This ſecond Overthrow gjven, the King quiatly imbarqued his 
Soldiers, and failing by divers Iflan1s, deſtroyed the Giriiſons 
poſſeſſed by the Infidels : When one day going on ſhore on the Pro- 
mentory of Carthage, with a few of his Knights, he was ſet up- 
on by four hundred ors, who ſallyed out of Paris; but ſuch was 
his and his Knights invincible Courage, that they drawing their 
Swords, flaughtered the- Barbarians in ſuch manner, that they 
fled with great crys, taking them to be more than mortal ; where- 
upon the King cauſing eight thouſdnd Men inſtantiy to come on 
ſhore beſieged the City,and with Wild- fire burnt it about the Barba- 
rians Kars, putting many of them to the Sword : And then march- 
ing up farther into the Country, there came againſt them 16 huge 
Lions, bred in the Muritarian .Forreſt, with whom the King and 

- twenty of his Knights encountering, killed twelve, and put the 
other four to flight. 

King Arthur, impatient of ſtay, leaſt whilſt he conquered a- 
broad his Country fhould ſuffer with great ſpoyl, but again to Sea, 
and ſailing homeward, met with a Flect of Pyrates, who taking 
his Ships for Merchants, ſet upon the foremoſt Squardron with 
loud ſhouts, cafting great quanxity of Stones and Wild - fire a- 
mongſt them, but coming to graple, they ſoon found their miſtake, 
and then in vain endeavouring to fly, were miſerably flaughte- 

- red, inſomuch, that out of thirty, but five eſcaped: ln theſe Ships 


many miſerable Chriſtian Gaptives, both Men and Women, Rada 
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' found, of which the King taking eompaſſion, ſent then into their 
reſpeRive Countries, allowing them all things neceſſary. for their 
maintenance during the ſpace of:a Year, and ſo paſſed on towards _ 
his own Country, 

The King's spproach being kaown'to the Saxon Princes (who 
'not long before had news that ble was dead in the Holy Land, dn 
thereby were animated to taks up Arms) fo diſcouraged them, that 
withdrawing their Forces, cvery-oneretired into his own Province, 
to ſtndy how to app*2ic the Victoricus Monarch, whom they had 
jaltly izcenled by their perfideous' T:eachery, and as foon as they 
hid ryotice the King was Janded ard preparing is Forces to War. 
a2inſt them, they ſent their re{peftive Deputies with rich Pre- 
"ſents, to&xcule their raſhand vnadviſed atgzons, promiſing never 
for the future to tranſpreis-in the like nature, yek the King beizg 
highly igcenſed, would at ro cheape- a rare paſs over their pe: fide- 
ous dcolings, than a perfonal atka:wledgment, and the ſum of 
two thoutani Maiks each : As to be the better afſarcd of them for 
the future, that each of them ſhovid (end his $0n Hoſtaze, andthat 
thole that had no Sors, to ſend their neareſt Kinſmen, and over 
and -tove, to make reparation for ſuch damages as could be-b y.any 
- of the Riug's SubjeRts proved to be ſuſtained by their unlawful 
Arms, Ihis beitg performed, a Peace enſucd,. and the King diſ- 
milled his Auxiliaties with gieet Rewards, 

King -114ur wow having Jeifure to repoſe in Perce, and think 
on his many wondertul Deliverances, refolived to apply 
h's mind to Deeds of Piety ; and therenpon cauſed many Mona- 
\ſtrics ang Reli; tous Houſes to he built, giving 3eaily maintenance. 
to dive!s pow; Peoplt, bur eſpecially to ſech as h2d lived in ſplen- 
cor, aud were f.yen to decay : And daily he viſited the Sick, gl- 
ving them Chyiſtian Comfort : and uſing his utmoſt endeavour to 
cheriſh Learuing and Arts, tb v.hich eud at his proper charge he 
Luile linewiſe many Schools and Colleges, giving: kimfclf wholly 
up tothe ſtudy of the ſeven Libe:al Sciepces; ard ſo weii pra- 
ftec he tlicrein, that he became the preatelt Maſter therein of his. 
Age: But moſt ct a!!,' he Hx«-d his thoughts upon his tatter .« 
end, and with Solomon was frequently heard tro lay, All world-" . 
ly thii,gs were tut Vanity and-»Vexaticn of Stitit; ard that on 
Earth no real nor ſubſtantial, Joys were tobe found, when in the © ** 
fixeth Year of his Age, and the forty ninth Year of bis Reign, 
falling ck, aud by the cpinions of his Phyſicians not, likely to re- 
cover, he feat for ali bis Nobles, agd the. Knights of the Ocder,
